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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 13 April 
2004 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant has not amended the specification to remove the new subject matter 
introduced in the amendment filed 5 June 2003. 

3. Applicant alleges at page 1 2, 4 th paragraph that "Brin et al are purely concerned 
with syntax" and that "the parts of speech are irrelevant in the Brin et al inquiry". In 
response, applicant's specification at page 12, lines 22-30 as originally filed clearly 
indicates that the parts of speech in applicant's invention are also syntactic. 

4. Applicant's arguments regarding the newly claimed "reordered tokens" have 
been fully considered but they are moot in view of the new grounds of rejection 
presented in this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 1-29, 44-48, 50-62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention because claim 1 , 50 recite "eliminate 
tokens" without any criteria. It is not clear which tokens are eliminated. 

6. Art rejection is not being applied to claims 1-29, 44-48, 50-62 because the 
limitations cannot be ascertained. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 30-33, 49, 58-62 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not disclose or make obvious a method for detecting 
similar documents by forming a single tuple for each document, inserting the tuple into a 
document storage tree for determining if the tuple is co-located with another tuple at a 
same bucket in the document storage tree wherein a hash algorithm is used for each 
reordered token in the token stream of the document to generate the hash value for the 
document, in combination with all the limitations recited in claim 30. 

Claims 31-33, 49, 58-62 being further limiting and definite are also allowable.
